that Government was a Reftraint upon the Law of Na- 
tyre and Reafin, or ever required the ‘Refignation or 
Surrender of natural Rights arifing from the univerial 
Law of Reafon; that Law which is the Foundation of all 
other Laws; that Law, without which there never 
could have been a Reafn for any Law or Government, 
and which is the fole Meafure of the Rettitude of all 
Pewer and al] Autiiorityin Heaven and Earth: And 
when Mr. Locke fays, That we give up the Eguality, 
Liberty, and executive Power which we had in the State 
of Nature, into the Hands of the Society, he means no 
more, than that we conftitute and appoint ; we erect 
and arm one common Power, and intruit it with the Pre- 
fervation and Security of that Equality, Liberty and exe- 
cutive Power which we-had in thé State of Nature. By

Yeferday arrived the Mail due from Holland. 

They write from Petersburg, that Count Munich 
continues his March with his Army towards Crim 
Tartary, to demand juft Satisfaétion of the Kan for the 
Dijorders committed by his Troops on the Raflian 
Territory ; and ’tis faid he has not only an Order to 
infift on a Reparation of the Damages; but alfo to de- 


mand tharghe Kan fend his Son on ‘#n Embaffy to the 


Czarina to beg her Majefty’s Pardon. Mean time, the 
Court has teceived Advice from Conftantinople, that 
the new Grand Vizier has declar’'d to the Roff#h Mi-— 
nifter, onthe Part of the Sultan, that the Hoffilities 
committed by the Tartars on the Ruffian Frontiers, 
ought not to be imputed to the Ottoman Porte, but 
only to the Kan of the Tartars ; and that his Highnefg 


had aétually fent an Order to the faid Kan, to difpatele ° 


one of his Sons forthwith to the Court of Ruffia, to 
make his Execufes to the Czarina, and to offer an 
Indemnification at the fame time fot the Sufferings of 
her Subjedis by the laft Incurfion of the Tartars. —— 
*Tis faid from Berlin, that they have receiv’d Adv'ce, 
that the Czarina has fent Orders to Thorn for the Dif- 
charge of the Marquis de Monti, late Ambaflador from 
France to Poland : And from Dantzick, that M. Erdt- 


man, her Commiffioner of the Navy, has, by her ° 


Order, given the Magiftrates a Dun for the {peedy 
Payment of the Arrears that are fill due to her. 

From Koningsberg, that General Katte, the Gos 
vernor, having Advice that the Ruffian Troops had 
defeated the Karbicks, and purfued them to the Prufhan 
Territory, he went to the Frontiers, and after having 
difarm’d the Kurbicks, by Confent of King Staniflaus, 
he fent them back to Poland, to which their Purfuers 
alfo retired, after having paid the fell Demand for their 
Subfifiance ; fo that this petty War is now quite atan 
End; but as for the Polith Lordy there, they feem 
very firictly united, and firmly refolved to treat no 
otherwife than ina Body for their Accommodation. 

From Vienna, that General Palivicini, who came 
thither direétly from the German Army in Italy, and 
not from Triefte, as has been reported, has brought 
with him a Plan of the Operations for the next Cam- 

ign, in order to act with Succefs againtt the Spaniards, 
in cafe his Catholick Majeity refafe to enter into any 
Accommodaticr, on the Foot fertled between the Em- 
peror andthe King of France ; and till the Court of 
Spain's Refolution be known, ‘tis not expected that any 
Time or Place will be appointed for a Congrefs. Mean 
while the Emperor has refolved to keep 200,000 Men 
on Foot, and has fent Orders to the States of: his Here» 
ditary Countries, to provide the neceffary Recruits for 
that Purpofe. Part of the Imperial Troops in Italy 
continue flill canton’d in the Upper Mantuan and the Ve- 
ronefe, and the Bulk of the Army is march’d to- 
wards the Ferrarefe and the Milanefe ; becaufe 
could not obtain Quarters in the Lower Mantuan, not- 
withftanding the ftrong Inftances made for that Purpofe 
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the General Officers to the Marfhal de Noailles. —~ 
Extraordinary Preparations are making for the Mar- 
siage of their Imperial Majetties eldeft Daughter to the 
Duke of Lorain, which "tis faid is fix’d for the laf Day 
of the Carnival, and Orders are fept to Paris for rith 
Cloaths, and other Curiofities, of the neweft Fafhion. 
-———- Nf. Schmeting is gone to Paris with a private 
Commiffion, which does not at all relate to the ‘Treaty 
of Peace ; but we are aflured, that he is to be {peedily 
follow'd by the Son of Count Sinzendorf, the Great 
Chancellor. 

From the North, that the King of Sweden has efla- 
blithed a ManufaGture of Looking-Glafs at Stockholm, 
by Letters Patent; and that the King of Denmark 
baving refolved on feveral Regulations in favour of the 
Woollen Manufacture fettled at Copenhagen, his Ma- 
jelty faid publickly, fome Days ago, to the Lords of his 
Court, That he fhould be pleafed to fee that Cloth up- 
on their Back, tho’ ‘twas not fo good as the foreign 
Manufaéture. However, all Perions of Diftin¢tion, 
both at Court and in the City, wear it, in Complai- 
fance to his Majeity. At the fame time the King has 
feveral Plans under Confideration for improving the 
Silver Mines found outin Norway. King Auguitus of 
Poland hascavifed an Edict at the fame time to be publi- 
fhed at Drefden, forbidding the Importation of the fe- 
veral Gold Species coined in foreign Countries. The 
Eleétor of Bavaria has iflued the like Prohibition ; and 
tis faid, that feveral other Princes of the Empire intend 
to do the fame thing. 

They write from Ratisbon, that a Proteftant Clergy- 
mian ‘from the Principality of Waldeck going lately 
to refrefh himfelf at a Publick-Houfe 4 or 5 Leagues 
from Ratisbon, there came in feveral Huntimen and 
Popifh. Clergymen, who asked him in Latin, what 
Religion he was of ? and hearing chat he was a Pro- 
teftant, reproached him bitterly for it ; but he made no 
Anfwer, and purfued his Journey ; whereupon he was 

faed by fome of the Hunt{men, who overtook him 
near a Wood, gave him {feveral Cuts with a Sword, 
tripped him, robbed him of his Money, which was 
about 12 or 14 Florins, and left him dangeroufly 
wounded on the Spot. Buta Peafant coming that 
Way, was touched with Pity to fee him in fo deplor- 
able a Condition, took him in his Chariot, and carried 
him to Ratisbon, where he put him under the Care of 
a plod Surgeon, fo that he is like to recover. We are 
ishpatient to know what will be the Iffue of this Affair 
when it comes before the Emperor, to whom, we are 
affured, the Proteftant Body at the Dyet will complain 
of it. 

The Letters from Berlin mention a horrid Murder 
that was committed on the 23d Initant, ata Houle in 
the new Town of Frederickitadt, where no lefs than 
three Perfons were barbaroufly killed, viz. the Matter 
of the Houfe, who had received feveral Cuts in his 
Head with a Hatchet, as had likewile his Wife, who 
happened to be abed, befides 20 Wounds and more in 
her Body, and a little Girl that lay near her, whofe 
Eyes the Rufhans had thruft out, and given her ten 
Cuts in her Face. As nothing was ttole, and as nobody 
lived in the Houfe befides, but the Man’s Brother-in- 
law,, with his Wife, and a Daughter about 11 Years of 
Age, the Man and his Wife were apprehended, while 
they went to fetch the Girl-at School, who being exa- 
mined, confefled immediately, that her Father and 
Mother had committed the Murder, and they denied 
it at fir, but being put to the Rack, they owned the 
Fatt; and ‘tis not doubted but they will be punifhed 
with the utmolt Severity. The Letters add, that, on 
the fame Day, viz. the 23d, the Domeitick of M. de 
Nappe. one of the Minilters of State, who robbed him 
of 2000 Crowns, and was taken at Lubeck, was 
hanged before the Houfe where he committed the Faét. 
—— They write from Hanover, that feveral Apart- 
ments are fitting up at the Palace there, for the Recep- 
tion of the Princefs of Saxe-Gotha in her Way to 
London. -—The Pnnce and Princefs of Orange are 
arrived from the Hague at Leewarden, in perfed 
Health. 

On Chriftmas Day, which was alfo Collar Day at 
St. James's, the Knights of the Garter, Thiitle, and 
Bath, appeared inzhe Collars of their re{pective Orders 
arid attended their Majetties, the Prince of Vj ales, nal 
the Princefles Amelia and Caroline (who were pre- 
cetled by the Heralds and Purfivants at Arms, and the 
Earl of Orkney bearing the Sword of State) to the 
Royal Chapel, and heard a Sermon preached by the 

‘Rev. Dr. Gilbert; after which they received the Holy 
Communion, from the Hands of the Bithop of London 
and Dean of the Chapel. .
